Council debates, 
okays resolution 
on impact studies

The Lompoc City Council last night debated and discussed at great 
length an extensive resolution setting forth city guidelines for 
environmental impact statements and upon final approval were 
complimented by city attorney James Longtin for their “ quick grasp 
of the environmental ruling and its implications.’’ 
Longtin, who has himself spent considerable time in an exhausting 
study of vast amounts of documents, including the state supreme 
court decision, attorney general rulings and guidelines set forth by 
other cities and counties, in preparing the Lompoc resolution, 
conceded to the council on several minor changes in the document. 
When the council took up the last item it wanted changed in the 
resolution — the appeal fee for private individuals strongly defended 
by Longtin at $10 — the attorney leaned back in his chair and smiling 
said, “ The council has been right on every point so far. Go ahead and 
discuss it, you might be right.’’ 
At the insistence of Councilman Art Scott the fee was raised to $25. 
He argued that a developer is required to pay a $50 fee to have a 
determination whether his project should have an environmental 
impact study or not, so an individual should be required to pay more 
than $10 if he does not like the decision made after a study. 
Longtin said the appeal fee is mainly to hold down the number of 
nuisance appeals and that actually it may eventually be declared 
illegal. 
The detailed resolution sets forth guidelines on which projects 
should require studies and which do not, and the procedure for 
carrying out a study. 
Longtin said members of the city staff could handle some minor 
impact studies but that consultant firms would have to be hired to 
carry out studies on major projects. Developers would pay all costs 
for studies. 
Scott argued that developers should be allowed to hire their own 
consultant firms to carry out their own studies, but Longtin insisted 
the city would have to have the final say. Longtin said a developer 
could recommend a consultant to the city and if the city deemed the 
consultant reputable, then he could be hired. 
In other matters the council approved the hiring of Robert Lilley, 
Lompoc real estate broker and licensed appraiser, to handle a portion 
of the Santa Ynez River Park project that has been set forth by new 
regulations by the department of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). 
Longtin said originally two appraisals were required for the park 
land, but it has taken the city and the state so long to accomplish work 
on the project that new regulations have come out. 
Longtin said now a third appraiser must take the two appriasals, 
review them, and submit a third appraisal. 
The council also approved the introduction and first reading of the 
new off-street parking and loading regulations ordinance. 


Hijacked passengers 
return from Havana

MEXICO CITY (U P I)—Seventy- 
three 
passengers 
and 
seven 
crewmen of a hijacked Mexicana 
Airlines jet returned to Mexico City 
today from Havana where they flew 
13 members of a Communist urban 
guerrilla 
organization 
holding 
$320,000 in ransom. 


Two Americans were aboard the 
plane as the hijackers threatened to 
shoot one hostage every 30 minutes 
until their demands were met. They 
were Wesley Parsons and Charles 
Dill. U.S. Embassy officials helped 
them through official formalities 
and then whisked them away. 


“ There was no mistreatment of 
the passengers by the hijackers,’’ 
according to Ricardo Ortiz Chacon, 
a Mexico City lawyer who was on 
the Boeing 727 which was taken over 
by the guerrillas shortly after 


takeoff from Monterrey in northern 
Mexico on a flight to the capital city 
Wednesday. 
“ At first everyone was nervous. 
But later we got talking and we even 
joked a bit. They said they were 
acting in the fulfilment of an ideal, 
the economic liberation of Mexico.’’ 
The hijackers had let off 20 
women, two children and seven men 
in 
Monterrey 
but 
kept 
one 
woman—the niece of Nuevo Leon 
Gov. Luis M. Farias— among the 
hostages who made the flight to 
Cuba. 
The Mexican government today 
prepared an extradition request for 
the guerrillas. It issued a statement 
Wednesday calling the six prisoners 
released to give in to the hijackers’ 
demands 
“ common 
hoodlums.’’ 
They 
had 
been 
arrested 
only 
Tuesday for a series of holdups of 
commercial establishments. 


Demo-controlled Congress

3 to spend its first month organizing, 
likely will cc me on efforts to pass 
again—over a presidential veto if 
necessary—some of the bills Nixon 
killed by pocket veto after the 92nd 
Congress adjourned. 
With the election behind them, the 
Democrats also kicked off a contest 
for House majority leader, in the 
probable event that the current 
leader, Rep Hale Boggs, D*La. is

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Nixon envisions term 
as period for reform 


WASHINGTON

-Pres­ 
ident Nixon let it be known today 
that he envisions his second term as 
a period of reform —“ reform using 
money 
more effectively” 
—but 
ruled out any “ massive new social 
programs.” 
The President was engaged at the 
Florida White House in what was 
described as intensive second term 
planning, with little time taken to 
celebrate his avalanche victory 
Tuesday over George S. McGovern, 
while Democrats looked ahead to 
reshaping their leadership. 
McGovern flew off this morning to 
the Virgin Islands to rest while 
Democratic 
National Committee 
officials quickened plans for a 
reorganizational meeting one month 
from today in Washington. 
Nixon told Cabinet members and 
other top aides Wednesday, just 
after his 49-state election sweep, 
that significant changes would be 
made not only in personnel but 
structure of the executive branch in 
his new term. 
He outlined his reform plans in 
considerable detail, two days before 
the election, in an interview with 
Garnett D. Horner, White House 
correspondent for the Washington 
StarNews, published today. 
He said he had seen speculation 
that after reelection, 
since he 
cannot succeed himself, “ I will now 
be free to advocate some massive 
new social programs.” 
He then declared. “ Nothing could 
be further from the mark.” 
The reforms he said he had in 
mind were “ reform of existing 
institutions and not the destruction 
of our tried values in this country ... 
reform, 
not just 
adding 
more 
dollars. 
“ Reform using money effectively 
w ill 
be 
the 
mark 
of 
this 
administration rather than simply 
coming up with huge new bundles of 
money to throw at the problems.” 
Nixon made clear he never had 
any doubt that he would win Of 
McGovern he said bluntly, “ He was 
defeated the day he was nominated. 
The issue in this election was his 
views.” 
The 
President 
said 
when 
a 
candidate 
“ takes 
basically 
an 
extreme position on issues, he 
inevitably 
splits his 
party and 
assures 
his 
defeat. 
He 
said 
McGovern’s views “ turned off the 
solid majority of the American 
people.” 


In the interview, Nixon said, 
“ When I tell you I am completely 
confident that we are going to have a 
settlement (in Vietnam», you can 
bank on it.” 


He pledged anew that some U.S. 
economic aid would be available for 
North Vietnam when the fighting is 
over. And while he is expected to 
concentrate 
heavily 
on 
foreign 
policy in his second term as he did 
the first, he doubted “ the next four 
years will be as spectacular as the 
year 1972“ which featured Peking 
and Moscow summits and major 
international monetary moves.

Gary Hart studying 
recount possibility 


Gary Hart may seek a recount of the tabulation that saw him lose in 
his bid to unseat incumbent Republican Assemblyman W Don 
MacGillivray in Tuesday’s General Election 
Hart, a Democrat won Santa Barbara County, polling 60,944 votes to 
MacGillivray’s 60.037, but trailed the incumbent in San Luis Obispo 
County to lose, finally, by a vote of 65,860 to MacGillivray’s 66,553. 
Hart said he and his advisers were investigating the tabulation 
process and were considering asking for a recount. "I think we will 
ask for a recount because of the closeness of the vote,” he said, “ but if 
we find the method of tabulating seems to rule out the possibility of 
error, then we won’t.” Then he added, again for emphasis, “ I think we 
will ask fora recount, probably within the next 48 hours.” 


Balloting in the Fourth Supervisorial District excluding the 
absentee votes, favored MacGillivray, 8,062 votes to 5,351. 
Candidates seeking a recount must make the request of the County 
Clerk no sooner than three days after close of the election and no 
longer than six days. 


The candidate seeking the recount must post a bond that is 
returnable to him if the results of the recount overturned the 
previously announced election returns.

PARIS (U P I» -The United States 
said today that President Nixon’s 
re-election brings peace nearer in 
Inodchina

A. Kissinger and Hanoi negotiators. 
North Vietnam said “ peace is not 
for tomorrow,” 
These statements came at the 
166th session of the Paris peace 
talks. 
Before the session, U.S. 
Ambassador William J Porter told 
newsmen that Nixon’s reelection 
enhanced the chances of peace and 
that “ with every passing day peace 
comes perceptibly nearer.” 
U.S. delegation spokesman David 
Lambert so said later:

additonal private meeting will take 
place fairly soon between Kissinger 
and Hanoi negotiators and that in 
that meeting an agreement will be 
reached..

Tuesday of the $1.5 million

ahead with the approval of 
the agreement with the firm 
of Brown and Caldwell for 
the management system. 
There 
was 
some 
apprehension on the part of 
the council as to whether all 
four entities in the regional 
plant would have approved 
the agreement by a Nov. 15 
deadline. 
Gene 
Wahlers, 
city 
administrator, said he had 
been 
assured 
by 
the 
Vandenberg 
Disposal 
Com pany, 
serving 
Vandenberg Village, that 
the agreement had been 
approved and was in the 
mail. But, Wahlers said, 
officials 
at the 
Federal 
Correction Institution said 
their copy of the agreement 
was still in Washington and 
Lompoc Utilities Services 
of Mission Hills had not 
been heard from. 
The council nonetheless 


agreed to inform Brown and 
Caldwell to proceed with the 
job Nov. 15 whether or not 
the others had been heard 
from.

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Goleta water quality, 


quantity is of concern 


The County Health Department is ‘concerned not only 
with quality of domestic water but also quantity of such 
water in Goleta Valley.’’ 
The statement came from Alfred Engle, environmental 
director of the department, following publication of news 
stories that the department's supervising public health 
sanitarian had opposed delay in various Goleta Valley 
housing and other projects over water problems in Goleta 
County Water District. 
Donald 
M 
Detwiler, 
the department supervising 
sanitarian, along with Road Department representative 
Evan Pickett, had unsuccessfully sought to expedite the 
projects, then voted against a delay while sitting as 
members of the county’s Technical Review Staff last week. 
The staff voted 5-2 to hold up approval of negative 
environmental declarations filed by developers of the 
projects on the grounds the water district directors hadn’t 
yet given a clear-cut statement as to availability of 
domestic water for the projects. 
Detwiler and Pickett had maintained the water district 
had notified the county it could serve the projects. 
The week previously, an engineer for the water district 
claimed he had not been able to make a full representation 
of water availability to the committee, and called its 
session a “ mockery” when various other residential 
projects were given environmental clearance. 
Engle pointed out that water supply in Goleta Valley was 
connected with other problems. 
He said if current supply was inadequate, and low 
pressures developed, there could be problems of fire 
protection. 
County Fire Department official Herbert Gordon had 
abstained from voting on the matter. 
Among those approving the delay were Planning Director 
Britt Johnson, and representatives of the Flood Control, 
Public Works, and Parks Departments.

Revenue sharing: 
a millstone 
for taxpayers? 


Federal revenue-sharing — instead of being a boon to 
local governments and taxpayers — might prove to be 
another millstone around the neck of property taxpayers, 
the County Taxpayers Assn. has warned. 
Chester Knutila, executive secretary of the association, 
told county supervisors a new analysis of the program by 
the California Assembly Ways and Means Committee and 
legislative analyst gives cause for alarm. 
Knutila said counties and cities of California might have 
to maintain their present property tax rates to qualify for 
continued revenue sharing funds, if they follow such 
guidelines. 
As a countermove, the association called on the county 
supervisors and city councils of the five cities in the county 
“ to show their concern for the property taxpayer by 
ignoring the legislature’s recommendations and using the 
windfall funds from revenue sharing for real property tax 
reductions while such funding is available.” 
“ If these funds are not so used, then revenue sharing can 
only be considered a fraud and a misuse of taxpayer 
money,” the association statement asserted.

The limited 
amount of space available 
for directions prevents long 
explanations from b e i n g 
given. O f t e n one whole 
piece of a garment is made 
from a small paragraph’s 
worth of directions. 
If it’s easier for you, the 
directions can be b r o k e n 
down into s e n t e n c e s and 
then you place each step on 
a separate card or sheet of 
paper. Then you’ll see each 
small operation in its en­ 
tirety and the directions will 
seem much simpler to read.

You’re right — There is. 
There is, at least, in the 
City of Sunnyvale, in Santa 
Clara 
Co., 
where 
city 
officials 
estimate 
they 
saved 
taxpayers 
about 
$800,000 last year in police 
and fire protection with no 
sacrifice 
of 
safety 
and 
service. 
How9 Easy — some 22 
years ago, Sunnyvale, which 
now has a population of 
about 105,000 eliminated its 
police and fire departments. 
In their place, a Public 
Safety 
Department 
was 
established . . . and it’s 
working just fine. 
"We make the best use of 
manpower,” Public Safety 
Chief George K. Hansen 
told Capitol News Service. 
The chief has been at the 
Sunnyvale 
post 
for two 
years, but had previous 
experience 
with 
the 
integrated 
fire-police 
operation in a small town in 
Michigan before 
coming 
west. 
Sunnyvale expects more 
of its men coming on the 
public safety force, and 
demands more 
of them 
after they are on it. It also 
pays them more, but city 
officials 
and taxpayers 
seem 
happy 
with 
the 
arrangement, since they see 
it saving them 
a lot of 
money in the long run. 
"The department has 165 
sworn officers,” according 
to Chief Hansen, "and no 
reservists. We operate out 
of one public safety building 
and six fire truck stations 
for the city’s 22 square 
miles.” 
At each fire station are 
two pieces of equipment, 
with two men per truck, on 
standby 
at 
all 
times. 
O perating 
out 
of 
headquarters are shifts with 
a captain, other officers and 
15 or more men on duty. 
“ In most cities,” the chief 
explained, “ the fire force is 
on standby, while the police 
are in the field . . . as a 
general thing. 
"In Sunnyvale, when a 
fire call is received, the fire 
trucks, with their two-man 
permanent crews, are sent 
to the fire. There they are 
met by as many additional 
men as are needed. 
"When the fire is over, 
the trucks and their crews 
go back to the fire house and 
the other men go back to 
their police patrol duties.” 
Chief Hansen estimates a 
city of comparable size with 
separate fire and police 
departments 
would 
need 
about 150 men on the police 
force, plus an equal number 
pulling 
fire 
department 
duties. 
Sunnyvale’s public safety 
recruits are required to 
have at least two years of 
college before joining. The 
city 
gives 
them 
fire 
training, then they attend a 
nearby junior college for 
police training. The total 
class time is 18 weeks, plus 
another six qaonths of on- 
the-job 
training 
before 
going out on their own as 
patrolmen. 
Additionally, 
there are regular refresher 
courses in both police work 
and fire fighting for all 
public safety officers. 
In return for this double 
duty, Sunnyvale’s officers 
are paid a salary set at 7.5 
per cent above the average 
police 
wage 
for 
seven 
selected nearby cities. 
The higher pay, however, 
is more than earned, in the 
opinion 
of 
Sunnyvale 
Assistant 
City 
Manager 
William Hopkins. 
"Even with the additional 
training time and the higher 
pay,” he said, "we feel this 
is economical. In 1967, city 
officials 
estimated 
the 
overall savings to Sunnyvale 
taxpayers at $645,000 I’m 
working on a new cost study 
now. and I expect that 
savings will have increased 
by at least 25 per cent.” 
Hopkins 
adds 
that 
Sunnyvale’s police and fire 
standards meet nationally- 
recognized standards for a 
city of its size 
Sunnyvale is a leader in 
another respect — it has 
already 
established 
the 


one 
call 
telephone 
number for police, fire and 
ambulance service, with a 
ring to "911” covering all 
three. 
“ We 
can 
handle, 
naturally, 
both fire and 
police 
calls 
from 
headquarters. 
If 
an 
ambulance is needed, it is 
provided by the county, but 
we have a direct line to the 
county 
dispatcher,’’ 
the 
chief said. "This is in effect 
only within the city, but we 
feel it is most likely the 
fastest 
em ergency 
combined service available 
in California.” 
The entire state will be 
going to the "911” system, 
but local jurisdictions have 
a decade to work out plans 
and put it into effect. 
Sunnyvale was, of course, 
much smaller than it is now 
when the combined public 
safety concept was first 
tried. 
"There 
was a lot of 
adverse comment at one 
tim e,” 
according 
to 
Hopkins 
"Many 
old-line 
men, both police and fire, 
couldn’t see it working well. 
"It 
has 
worked 
and 
worked well, though, and 
now it’s pretty much taken 
for granted.” 
A number of observers 
believe that while such a 
plan may work for smaller 
communities, both city and 
county, it would not work 
for 
jurisdictions 
with 
populations much more than 
100,000. This, as Sunnyvale 
grows, remains to be s<?en. 
But, as Chief 
Hanson 
points out, while Sunnyvale 
is the largest city in the 
nation with a dual-prupose 
Public Safety Department, 
it is possible to consolidate 
some common functions. 
"There are cities,” he 
told Capitol News Service, 
“ that 
still 
maintain 
separate uniform forces but 
have consolidated office and 
clerical staffs. Even this 
can result in some savings.” 
Of 
C a lifo rn ia ’s 
58 
counties. 
24 
have 
populations of less than 
50,000 while another seven 
are in the 50,000 — 100,000 
population range. There are 
also 
many 
dozens 
of 
California cities in the two 
lower brackets. 
As a result, many of these 
cities and counties might do 
well — and do well by their 
taxpaying citizens — by 
taking a good look at the 
advantages (and, if there 
are, defects, too) offered by 
the arrangement Sunnyvale 
has found advantageous. 
True, many smaller cities 
now save on fire or police 
service, 
or 
both, 
by 
contracting for such services 
with 
their 
county 
government. But while this 
may help cut — or at least 
hold in line — taxes for 
citizens 
of 
sm aller 
communities, there is a 
growing 
feeling, 
coupled 
with resentment, that such 
a system can and too often 
does penalize the taxpayers 
of larger municipalities who 
support their own fire and 
police systems, and feel, 
too, 
they 
subsidize 
the 
county services for smaller 
municipalities. 
As a result, there is a 
chance such county service 
contracts will be dropped or 
challenged in thecourts. 
Faced 
with 
this 
possibility, even those cities 
receiving county contract 
services might do well to 
have their own police and 
fire system plans up to date 
and 
ready 
for 
fast 
implementation. 
And the idea of partially 
consolidated services, as 


well as the plan in operation 
in Sunnyvale, offers the 
prospect of some tax dollar 
savings. 
Sunnyvale happily pays its 
public 
safety officers a 
higher-than-prevailing 
wage, finding it a true 
economy in the long run. 
More andmore jurisdictions 
are finding that good public 
servants are not to be found 
cheaply — if they are good, 
they more than deserve 
good salaries. 
As 
Chief 
Hansen 
remarked of Sunnyvale’s 
officers, 
"Public 
safety 
work takes a special type of 
guy, one who has to develop 
special skills.” 
It’s true in Sunnyvale; it’s 
no 
less 
true 
in 
other 
localities.

Last June Lisa Scheffer. a 
13-year-old Lompoc 
High 
School freshman, read an ad 
in the Record offering jobs 
selling pamphlets for the 
Flower Festival. It said that 
the 
only qualification 
needed was that you had to 
be over 10 years of age. 
So, being broke again, she 
and some friends called the 
Record But they were told 
that 
they couldn’t 
be 
employed, not because they 
were under 10 but because 
they were girls. 
It seems there was this 
law, Section 1298 of the 
State Labor Code, that said 
that "No boy under 10 years 
of age and no girl under 18 
years 
of 
age 
shall 
be 
employed 
in 
connection 
with peddling, boot blacking 
or 
the 
distribution 
of 
newspapers, 
magazines, 
circulars 
or 
any 
other 
occupation 
in 
a 
public 
place.” 


Drafted in 1919 when a 
host of other child labor 
laws were laid down, the 
measure was intended to 
protect children from the 
dangers 
of 
public 
occupations 
— 
and 
to 
protect girls more than 
boys. 


The more Lisa thought 
about it, the more she got 
the 
vague 
but 
positive 
feeling 
that 
there 
was 
something glaringly wrong 
with such a law, especially 
in this era of Women’s Lib 
and Civil Rights. 


" It discriminates against 
girls,’’ 
she 
concluded. 
"Would I be able to defend 
myself any worse than a 10- 
? 
ear-old guy can? It’s true, 
’ou could be robbed. But a 
10-year-old boy could be 
robbed too. Baby sitting is a 
chancey thing.” 
She and her friends made 
inquiries. 
“ We 
asked 
the 
Santa 


Barbara News Press and 
they told us that the United 
Paperboys 
Association 
wouldn't allow girls and I 
asked. ‘Well, how many 
girls are there 
in 
that 
association that they can 
say no girls. That really got 
me.” 
But, confronted by the 
Monolithic power structure 
and long entrenched state 
laws, what can a 13 to 14- 
year-old 
unenfranchised 
group of Lompoc girls who 
want to be paperboys hope 
to do? 
Lisa 
mobilized 
her 
attorneys and only last week 
came 
the 
reluctant 
announcement 
by 
State 
Labor Commissioner Albert 
J. 
Reyff 
suspending 
enforcement 
of 
that 
provision of the Labor Code 
and saying effectively that a 
"newspaperperson ’ 
may 
soon 
be delivering your 
daily. 


Lisa didn't know it at the 
time, but her complaint, 
filed with the state Fair 
Employment 
Practices 
Commission through local 
Attorney 
Martin 
Kresse, 
took its place in a state wide 
legal movement to defeat 
the 
old 
law, 
launched 
independently by frustrated 
papergirls just like her. 


The final decision was 
made by the Federal Equal 
Employment Opportunities 
Commission on the basis of 
a case involving two San 
Francisco girls who wanted 
to deliver papers. Lisa’s 
case added to the chorus 
and it might just as well 
have been hers that finally 
won. 


Kresse believes that the 
actions directly stimulated 
the EEOC ruling. 
"Oh. absolutely. The guy 
(attorney R E. Leidigh) in 
Davis got press for his case. 
Mine was filed with the 
state on Sept. 22. I would

Reyff. who still believes 
that the law was necessary 
to protect girls from being

have decided not to fight the 
actions because of their 
great strength according to 
both federal and California 
state precedent. 
“ Oh, I think it was a 
typical case of an archaic 
law that was on the books.” 
Kresse detailed, “ With the 
new 
awareness 
about 
women’s rights it (his case) 
was a natural. 
“ Of course you always 
have Title VII of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act that says 
that you can’t distinguish on 
the 
grounds 
of 
sex 
in 
addition 
to 
race, 
color, 
creed or national origin. 
This is federal law.” 


The 
leading 
precedent 
case in California. Kresse 
continued, was the Sail er 
Inn vs. Kirby case in which 
the 
S a l i ’er 
Inn, 
a 
Sacramento tavern, wanted 
to hire women bartenders 
inspite 
of 
a 
state 
law 
banning them. 
"The 
state’s argument 


was that you were keeping 
women protected by such a 
law. The supreme court said 
that this isn’t true.” 
“ I had a similar case in 
Santa 
Maria," 
Kresse 
expanded, "where there’s a 
415 penal code that says that 
swearing 
in 
front of a 
woman is a misdemeanor 
and swearing in front of a 
man is not - in effect. I 
cited Sail er Inn and a few 
others and the Judge held 
that that was right, that 
that’s an unconstitutional 
denial of equal protection." 
The Record was right to 
refuse employment to Lisa 
and her friends, 
Kresse 
added, because the paper 
would have been liable for 
fines for breaking the law 
by 
hiring 
them. 
The 


prohibition in the law was 
against 
the 
paper, 
not 
against 
the 
prospective 
employe. 
As it stands now. Lisa and 
her friends have to be hired 
or not hired on the same 
basis that boy paperboys 
are hired or not hired. They 
have no preference but that 
they have no liability. 
Two have applied already.

Or. in some 
instances, to three or four 
years. 
But recognizing the need 
fdr such reform is a long 
way from bringing it about. 
In his book "Eternity, 
Infinity and other Political 


Disorders,” Dr. Luigi V. 
Populi argues that reliance 
on voluntary guidelines to 
shorten campaigns is use­ 
less. 
“The jawboning technique 
won’t stop politicians from 
beating their gums,” he 
says. ‘ We need legislation 
with teeth in it.” 
Populi advocates setting 
aside certain periods of the 
year for political activity. 


“ Any 
candidate 
caught 
violating these restrictions 


would 
be 
arrested 
for 
campaigning out of season.” 
he writes. 
It is obvious, however, 
that strict controls would be 
difficult if not impossible to 
enforce. They merely would 
d r i v e 
c a n d i d a t e s 
underground and lead to an 
increase 
in 
surreptitious 
campaigning. 
You 
still 
would 
have 
electioneering 
on 
every 
street 
corner, 
including 
cheap rallies of the type 
known as “Saturday night 
specials.” 
1 say forget about controls 
and 
c o n c e n t r a t e 
on 
eliminating the basic causes 
of long campaigns. Putting 
it another way: Campaigns 
d o n ’t 
b o r e 
p e o p l e ; 
candidates bore people. 
Develop programs to keep 
politicians usefully occupied 
and the problem will largely 
solve itself.

Heath's progress 


LONDON — Mr. Edward Heath 
has lost a good bit of the glamour he 
was supposed to have achieved, 
early in his term as Prime Minister, 
primarily from the fact of his being 
a 
totally 
non-glamorous 
prime 
minister. His election as head of his 
party was a surprise. His election as 
the government of England was a 
surprise. 
And mostly it was a 
surprise, during the early period, 
when he talked back to the vested 
interests and, for a period, held 
them at bay. 
The vested interests, in England, 
are primarily the labor unions. They 
are 
the 
nearest 
thing 
to 
an 
intractable force ever seen in a 
parliamentary system. 
They 
grew 
parti­ 
cularly 
strong 
in 
England 
because 
economic progress, 
o v e r 
t he 
generations 
since 
the 
industrial 
re­ 
v o l u t i o n , 
w a s 
viewed there as a 
categorical affair. 
England’s idea of class made this 
rather more natural than it would 
seem 
in 
societies 
of 
atomic 
mobility, 
like 
our 
own. 
And, 
inevitably, the superstition grew 
that it was labor union leaders who 
are 
responsible 
for 
economic 
advances. The English may yet 
perish by that sword. 
In the last years of Harold Wilson, 
he came to acknowledge, in his 
circuitous way, that something had 
to be done about the labor unions — 
about 
the 
wild-cat 
strikes, 
the 
jurisdictional strikes, the inordinate 
leverage critical unions exercise on 
the commonweal. Accordingly he 
introduced reforms that would have 
denied the unions some of their 
outrageous powers over the public. 
Nothing 
came 
of 
it, 
because 
suddenly, 
unaccountably, 
Harold 
Wilson was defeated in a general 
election: it was as if Providence had 
intervened to keep him from having 
to face a crisis, which has been 
Harold Wilson s lifelong goal. 
But when Heath replaced Wilson, 
the structural problems remained. 
For a while it appeared as though 
heath would face the problem down 
and restore the balance of economic 
power. In the early months of his

administration he surprised and 
delighted his constituents by taking 
a tough line. But the opposition was 
gathering 
its forces. 
And 
it is 
critical to remember this about a 
parliamentary opposition. If it is the 
natural ally of the forces that are 
being contained, it most always will 
jump to their defense as a matter of 
instinct and necessity. It is one thing 
for a Labor Government in England 
to propose and even enact reforms 
at the expense of organized labor 
leadership. Something quite other 
for a Tory Government to do so 
while Labor, in opposition, stands 
by. 


Mr. Heath accordingly bumped 
into Harold Wilson, who has spent 
all his public life in a turnstyle and 
found 
himself on 
this occasion 
colliding against almost exactly the 
same 
reforms 
he 
had himself, 
however obliquely, proposed. The 
initial victories were Heath’s. But 
then came a series of strikes — two 
in particular. It is impossible to 
exaggerate 
their 
extraordinary 
effect. 
The first, in the winter of 70-71, 
was a postal strike. It went on and 
on and on. The English being a 
hardy race, they survived it, and 
indeed made marvelously ingenious 
improvisations. 
Much 
more 
serious was 
last 
winter’s coal miners’ strike, which 
brought England closer to iron 
discomfort than anything since the 
war. Edward Heath, one infers, 
thought that surely England was 


now sustaining the assault from a 
monopoly labor union that would 
galvanize the country behind labor 
reforms. He appears to have been 
quite wrong. 
N o t w i t h s t a n d i n g 
t h e 
i n c o n c e n i e n c e , 
t h e r e 
w a s 
widespread public support for the 
strikers. 
In 
part 
there 
was 
sympathy for the hard working 
conditions of the miners — that 
much is routine. But in part the 
English seemed to be saying that 
work-for-profit simply isn’t all that 
important; that if conditions are not 
congenial, never mind the pay — 
think about other things. 
It is 
recorded 
that 
when 
the 
new 
contracts were finally drawn, there 
was a rush of young men who did in 
fact desire work in the mines, in 
return for the enticing wages. Even 
so, a heavy net appeared to have 
descened 
on 
the 
Conservative 
Government, 
whose 
movements 
have been sluggish, and disoriented. 
It appears to be struggling against 
the knowledge that, maybe, nobody 
really, really cares. 
So now, in his latest crisis, Mr. 
Heath, having failed to persuade the 
trades unions to abide by a cost-of- 
living regulator, is prepared to go 
to: wage and price controls. The 
English have of course tried them 
before. The controls have never 
worked. 
All they accomplish is 
formal economic discipline. Formal 
economic discipline is a way station 
to 
syndicalism; 
corporativism; 
fascism — call it what you will, and 
be sad.

POLITICAL AFTERMATH

One of the most confusing aspects of 
any California general election is 
the abundance of propositions which 
appear on the ballot. The reason for 
this 
is 
that 
the 
California 
Constitution, 
even 
after several 
years work revising it, along with 
the appropriate amendments being 
passed as ballot propositions, is still 
an archaic, cumbersome document 
that rambles on incessantly, often 
concerned with matters which could 
be 
remedied 
much 
easier 
by 


legislative action. 
Also, it is extremely 
easy 
to 
put 
an 
initiative 
measure 
before the people. 
And on top of that, 
there 
are 
certain 
issues, such as bond 
issues, which have 
to go to the people 
for their decision. 
In a state which has grown as 


rapidly as California has the past 
several decades, bond issues have 
become a way of life as far as 
elections are concerned. 
What it all boils down to is the fact 
that we are faced with innumerable 
ballot propositions every two years. 
Many of them are very complex, a 
few of 
them 
relatively simple. 
Because there are so many of them, 
how ever, 
voting 
becom es 
a 
confusing business for many people. 
Apparently at least one voter — or 
at least one bumper sticker maker 
— decided during this campaign that 
he had enough. He had a bumper 
sticker on his car which stated 
simply, “ Vote NO on YES!”

Hart, until MacGil- 
livray finally edged 
ahead. 
At the moment of this writing it was 
unclear whether there might be a 
request by Hart for a recount. At the 
m o m e n t

w r i t i n g 
MacGillivray had a 693 vote margin. 
A political axiom has been, if you’re 
within 
one 
per 
cent 
of 
your 
opponent’s vote total, ask for a 
recount. 
Of 
course 
that 
takes 
money. The candidate requesting 
the recount must put up the money 
to cover the labor costs. If the 
recount results in a reversal of the 
election decision, the money is 
returned. 
H art’s 
assistan t 
cam paign 
manager, 
Dick 
Hingson said a 
conference was to be held later on 
Wednesday to wrap up all questions 
and presumably the question of 
whether 
Hart would ask for a 
recount. 


I had my usual morning-after-the- 
election chat with Congressman 
Charles M. Teague who breezed to 
victory in the 13th District over his 
D em ocratic 
opponent 
Lester 
Cleveland by almost exactly a three 
to one vote. 
Teague 
was talking 'from his 
apartment in Santa Paula where he 
moved to be near his son. Asked if it 
wasn’t clear from the outset that he 
would win again, Teague said that 
he had a couple of amateur polls 
taken showing him favored to win. 
What does Teague think got him 
elected? “ Well, I think the voters 
may 
have 
looked 
at 
all 
the 
experience I’ve had and decided it 
might prove valuable. And through 
the years Ithink I’ve managed to 
accomplish a few things for my 
district.” 
Then as though he tought the 
conversation was drawing to a 
close: “There is one thing, I’d like 


to say. I want to compliment Mr. 
Cleveland for a clean campaign.” 
You know, I told Teague, I recall 
you complimented Gary Hart on the 
type of campaign he waged against 
you two years ago. “That’s right,” 
Teague said. “Gary waged a good 
campaign and I told him so.” 
What does Teague think will be 
the major issues when Congress 
convenes 
in 
January? 
Health 
insurance, tax reform, and “the 
farm act expires next year. I’ve 
always been opposed to the subsidy 


program. 
Of course there’ll 
tx 
welfare reform too.” 
In regard to Public Law 874 
impacted school aid funds, Teagut 
said “There’s always talk of cutting 
it back, but I think it’ll come oul 
pretty much as it has as far as

Has Teague told friends this will 
be his last campaign? “ No,” he said 
emphatically, “ No, I never told an> 
one that.”
